CAPE HENRY (Va.,) Dec. 24.—The 
Weather Bureau of Hatteras, N. C., re- 
ports that the Steamship Ariosto, 2265 
tons, Capt. Baines, from Galveston to 


Norfolk for coal, thence to Hamburg, 


loaded with cotton, corn, wheat and 


meal, stranded on Ocracoke Beach, six 


miles south of Hatteras Weather Bureau 
office at 4 o’clock this morning. The 
steamship carried a crew of thirty men. 
Twenty-one men abandoned the 
steamer and took to boats soon after 
she Stranded. The boats were wrecked 
in the heavy seas, and the entire twen- 
ty-one were drowned. 

Capt. Baines and the remaining eight 
men were taken from the ship by Capt. 
James Howard and crew of the Ocra- 
coke life-saving station. The rescue 
was effected with difficulty, owing to 
the heavy sea, the landing taking al- 
most the entire day. Capt. Baines and 
the eight surviving members of the 
crew are now being cared for at the 
Ocracoke Station. Some water is mak- 
ing in the hold of the vessel, but she is 


still in good condition, and probably | 


can be saved if prompt assistance is 
rendered.

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—A special to the 
Tribune from Norfolk, Va., says: 

“The British steamship Ariosto, Capt. 
Baines, bound from Galveston to Ham- 
burg, was wrecked at 4 o’clock this 
morning, six miles south of Hatteras, 
N. C., and twenty-one of the crew 
drowned. Capt. Baines and eight of 
the crew were saved by the Ocracoke 
life-saving crew, under Capt. James 
Howard. Those who lost their lives at- 
tempted to reach the shore in a small 
boat, which was SsWamped shortly 
after it put off from the ship. Capt. 
Baines and the eight men remained on 
board and were landed by the life- 
Savers in the breeches buoy, but not 
until after a struggle which lasted all 
day. Wrecking tugs are on the way 


here to the scene of the wreck, and if 


they reach the stranded Ship in time 
may save it, as the wind is in the 
wrecked vessel’s favor. : 

“The Ariosto wreck is the worst on 
these shores since the German ship 
Elizabeth went ashore jn 1876, when 
fifty-five people were drowned. Thick 
fogs have prevailed along the Virginia 
and North Carolina coast for severa! 
days, and a number of vessels have 
rarrowly escaped destruction. Les 
night, however, the air was clear, bu‘ 
the wind averaged from forty to fifty 
miles an hour, and the sea was furious 
around the point, which has been des- 
ignated as the ‘graveyard of Ameriean 
shipping.’ : 

“The Ariosto, a vessel] 9f 2265 tons 
sailed from Galveston for Hamburg 
via Norfolk. December 17. The. skip. 
per, Capt. Baines, and his crew, con- 
sisting of twenty-nine men, were all 
British. The Ariosto, which had a gen- 
eral cargo, had all the Way from port 
encountered heavy weather. 

“The coast patrol from Ocracoke was 
returning to the station about 4 
o'clock ‘this morning when he discov- 
ered a big ship ashore. He immedi- 
ately lighted a signal to notify those 
aboard that they were discovered and 
ran to the station to arouse the life- 
Savers, 

“Against. the fiefre wind. the 
Savers then dregged the heayv app.r- 
atus, consisting of the Lyle gun 
breeches and car, and it was almost 
daylight when they reached the scene 
of the wreck. They could See the out- 
lines of a big steamer, but could not 
accomplish anything until daybreak 
The wind caught uP particles of sand, 
Which were blown into the faces of the 
life-savers until their Cheeks were cut 
as‘if by a rawhide. aie 

When daylight broke, the sailors were 
seen huddled together on the wrecked 
Ship, waving their arms in an appeal 
to be saved. To launch a boat in such 
sea would have meant Instant death, so 


the life-savers placed their gun in po- 
Sition, and fired. The Ariosto was 
some 600 feet out. and the line fel) 


short. Line after line was fired to the 
Stranded ship, but all failed to reach 

“In the mean time, the waves were 
dashing over the ship, and Capt. Baines 
called his men together for a consulta- 
tion, explaining to them that the 
chances were about even if they should 
take to the small boats, or Wait for 
the life-saving crew to fire a line on 
board. So far as he was concerned, the 


captain said, he would wait for 
the life-savers, but he left it to the 


crew to decide among themselves. 

“Eight sailors said they would stick 
by the captain. These were saved. 
Twenty-one declared they were doomed 
if. they remained aboard, and they left 
the ship in a smal! boat. 
lost their lives. 

“The boat in which the twenty-one 
men put off was one of the regular life- 
boats. It was strong in ordinary 
weather, but a cockleshell in such a 
sea. The ship was tossing heavily and 
with difficulty it was swung from the 
davits. The twenty-one men in their 
excitement had made no provision for 
the overturning of the craft, and one 
by one they clambered in, in haste to 
go to their deaths.

BOSTON, Dec 24.—National Bank 
Examiner D. G. Wing, temporary re- 
ceiver of the Globe National Bank, gave 
out a statement tonight in which he 
says that in the course of his regular 
«examination of the bank's affairs, Sep- 
tember 19, he found $600,000 of the 
Globe checks outstanding which did not 
appear upon the books. President 
Charles H. Cole admitted this to be 
his personal loan. Feeling that to 
close the bank at that time would’ cause 
dire results, Mr. Bigelow, the only di- 
rector within reach, Mr. Cole and Wing 
went to Washington and laid the mat- 
ter before Comptroller Dawes, Wing 
then said: 

“Mr. Bigelow agreed to personally 
guarantee that Cole's shortage should 
be made good to the bank at once, Cole 
having turned over certain securities 
to him, and Messrs. Clarke and Cool- 
idge assisting in guaranteeing Mr. 
Bigelow. 

“The Comptroller of ‘the Currency 
directed that Mr. Cole should resign 
at once as president; that-the whole 


matter should be laid before the direc- 


torate, and that I should at the proper 
time’ report the facts to the district at- 
torney. At this time, Messrs. Coolidge 
not 
more than $100,000 of the bank, with 
plenty of security, and each had about 
$75,000 cash on deposit. Mr. Bigelow 
owed not more than that and had more 
than enough on deposit to pay his loan. 

“On the following, Monday, Coolidge 
and Clarke gave Cole $80,000, Cole added 
$120,000 of his own money, and repaid 
$200,000 of the $690,000. The balance, 
$490,000, was repaid in three days by 
the sale of Cole's securities, a part 
being bought by Coolidge and Clarke 
through their respective brokers. The 
bank's assets were thus bettered by 
$600,000 in cash. About a month later 
the facts so far as known were-taid 
before the full board of directors, and 
further investigation showed that there 
was $300,000 more of checks outstanding

FARMER THOMAS OBEYS HIS DEAD 
WIFE’S BEHEST. 


Remains of the Missouri Farmer and 
His Murdered ‘Progeny Found 
Charred in the Ashes of Their 
Burned Home—Poverty not to Be 
Endured—His Spouse Killed Herself, 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
KANSAS CITY. Dec. 24.—A special to 


the Times from Chillicothe, says 
the charred remains of William J 
Thomas, a farmer, and his three chil- 


dren, were found in the ashes of ‘their 
home eleven miles southwest of Chilll- 
cothe, early this morning. It is sup- 
posed that Thomas murdered the chit 
uren and set fire to the house and took 
his own life. 

About a year ago Thomas’s wife com- 
mitted suicide by taking poison. Thomas 
has told frequently his neighbors that 
his wife on her death bed exacted a 
promise from him thai he would makr 
away with the children and himseif 
and follow her. The dead are:.: 


WILLIAM THOMAS, the father, 55 
years of age. 

-E DNA, ‘10 years old. 

DAVID, aged 14. 


JOHN, aged 18. 

The affair was not discovered—until 
early this’ morning, when. a neighbor 
living about a mile distant, saw that 
the house had been burned. He hur- 
ried ‘over to the place and a sickening 
sight met his gaze. The house had been 
totally destroyed by fire, and the 
charred and blackened bodies of 
Thomas and his children were lying in’ 
‘he ashes. 

Thomas has been the victim of a long. 
series of financial reverses. It was a 
result of these reverses that his wife 
took her own life. A story is told that 
at the time his wife killed herself, it 
was the understanding between her and 
Thomas that he was to kill himself 
and the children then, but his nerve 
failed him, and he failed to carry out 
his part of the agreement. ae 

Saturday, a Kansas City live stock 
firm, took under a mortgage foreclosure 
his last hoof of stock, Thomas went to 
some of his neighbors to try to get help 
to save his herses, -but was-—refused. 
Then he went to town, borrowed a pis- 
tol and a,ytarget rifle, returning he 
stopped ata schoolhouse where his lit- 
tle girl was attending a Christmas en- 
tertainment and teok her home: Not 
till ths morning was anything seen of 
any of the family.

A TRUCE FOR CHRISTMAS. 
PLUM PUDDING AND BEEF.

LONDON, Dec. 25, 4:45 a.m—[By 
Atiantic Cable.] The War Office has 
received a °-cablegram from Gen. 


Forestier-Walker, dated at Cape Town 
yesterday, saying: ‘Have no further 
news of the general situation.” It may 
almost be safely predicted that noth- 
ing will occur today. A truce, either 
formal or informal, is being kept for 
the observance of Christmas by the 
opposing forces. | 

The Duke of Connaught again pressed 
to be allowed to go to the front, but 
the government declined to give its 
assent. Then waiving consideration of 
rank, he offered his services to Lord 
Roberts in any. capacity as a staff of- 
ficer, Lord Roberts consented, but the 
government again declined. 

The Morning Post's correspondent at 
Chieveley telegraphing Monday, De- 
cember 18, and confirming intelligence 
already cabled, says: “At dawn today 
the column struck camp and formed a 
new one, three miles to the south, ow- 
ing to the searcity of water.” 

A dispatch frony Modder River, dated 
Pecember 18, says: “The Boers con- 
tinue extending their trenches. They 
now have nearly twenty milea,of in- 
trenched works, due north of t®- Brit- 
ish camp, which also is an admirable 
position for defense, as the surrounding 
country is perfectly level. The Boers, 
moreover, are compelled to Keep a force 
estimated at 20,000, in order to contain 
the British column. A large number of 
lord Methuen’s wounded have recov- 
ered and are ready to resume their 
places in the ranks.” . 

A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Modder River, dated December 138, 
says: ‘“‘We are now waiting until Eng- 
land shall have realized the actual 
facts. It has to be admitted that, man 
for man, we have felt ourselves pretty 
well matched, but the Boers have al- 
ways the choice of positions. Let Eng- 
land then become alive to the need for 
a further hundred thousand men. Such 
a force will prove the truest economy 
in both blood and treasure.” 

Among minor dnews it was explained 
that Col. McKinnon has been appointed 
to command the City of London LlLm- 
perial Volunteers. The Sixteenth 
Lancers have been expected to proceed 
from Bombay to the Cape to meet the 
pressing need of cavalry. The Canadian 
colonel, Roussard, has been appointed 
to Gen. French's staff. 

It is remarked that the Free State 
is about to move the seat of govern- 
ment from Bloemfontein to Winburg, 
the former being indefensible.

BRINGING OUT DEAD. 


BRAZNELL MINE DISASTER A 
HORRIBLE ONE. 


Number of Victims May Exceed the 
Present Estimate of Forty, and the 
Bodies are All Mutilated in 
Most Shocking Manner. 


“Jonah” Mees One of the Thirteen Who 
Escaped Alive, is at Home Badly’ 
Burned—He Tells the Story 
of the Disaster.

Dazzling Flame Filled the Shaft as the 
Fine Coal Dust in the Air Ignited.

BROWNSVILLE (Pa;) Dee. 24.--The 
horror of the Braznell mine disaster 
grows in intensity with every hour. ‘7 he 
number of the dead is now Astimated at 
forty, and may pass that figure. At the

tion that the laws regulating 

were carelessly and = probably crim- 
inally disregarded. Today the first 
bodies of the victims were brought 
out of the mine, and never in the his- 
tory of amine disasters were human be- 
ings more horribly mutilated. It was 


nearly 11 o'clock before the first five of 
the bodies were taken out. At 5:30 
o'clock three more were. brought to 
the surfaee, and again at 6:30 o'clock 
three came up in the cage. The dead 
taken out so far are:

Mine Inspector James Blick, who has 
been in the mine almost constantly since 
last night, came out tonight and gave 
a graphic account of its condition. In- 
spector Blick said: 

“At the bottom of the two shafts the 
mine is a complete wreck.. Only enough 
débris has “been. removed to allow of 
the bodies being brought out. There 
are more bodies in the gnine, but how 
cannot be” determined. There 
are undoubtedly a number of corpses 
under the wreckage. The lower parts 
of the mine are flooded and the water 
is rising, as the pumps are disabled. 
The pumps will not run for a day or 
two, as the six-inch pipes draining the 
mine have been. twisted and broken 
like reeds. I penetrated to the face of 
the mine today and saw the bodies 
there, but the after-damp was thick 
and I had to return quickly. Nothing 
further will be done to remove the dé- 
bris until the water has been pumped 
out. None of the men can possibly be 
alive. It will require several days to 
clear the mine. The bottom of it is 
but the roof and sides are 
intact. There is no fir@in the mine.’’. 

Rough, but reverent hands carried 
bodies of the victims when they 
reached the top of the shaft to the tem- 


porary morgue on the hilside a hundred 
feet away. One of the men, Peter 
Crosby, was killed, and only a _ por- 


tion of the trunk and the back of the 
skull remained, and that was virtually 
but a cinder. He was identified by a 
shred of his shirt that had been blo vn 
into his flesh. Of the twelve dead there 
was but one that was not a hideous 
spectacle. Among the men at the Braz- 
nell mine today were many who had 
been at. other explosions, but 
never had they seen such mangled, 
burned and distorted bodies. 

Dr. N. H. Taylor, Coroner of Fayette 
county, arrived early in the morning 
from Uniontown. He impaneled a jury 
who viewed the bodies as they -were 


brought to the surface. The inquest will |} 


be held at Uniontown as soon as all 
of the bodies are recovered. 

At least twelve. bodies are in sight, 
but cannot be reached on account of 
the débris. The estimates of the num- 
ber of dead are conflicting. 

A. B. Braznell, proprietor of the 
Stockdale Coal Company, this afternoon 
said he believed that but twenty to 
twenty-five men had been killed. ‘Men 
who were working around the mine 
give different figures. They say thirty- 
six to forty men were down the mine 
shaft in the cages, while about twenty 
climbed down the steps in the elevator 
shaft. From fifty-five to sixty men were 
in the mine, and of this number but 
twelve have been recovered alive, All 
the rest, whatever the number, are 
dead. 

John, or as he is popularly known, 
“Jonah,” Mees, is one of the thirteen 
who escaped from the mine alive. He 
is fearfully burned, and is lving at his 
home with his head swathed in ban- 
dages. He told this story today: 

“T was in the stable.” said Mees, 
“currying my mule when the explosion 
occurred. My brother Sam was by my 
side, an@ his bov Albert was standing 
in front of him. Then came the crash of 
the explosion. Never in my life have I 
heard such a terrific report. I thought 
my head had been blown off. In about 
Lwo.seconds, the mine was filled with 
a dazzling light as the fine coal dust 
in the air was consumed. My brother 
Sam dropped to the ground as if shot 
through the heart. He must have been 
killed fnstantly. His bov Albert stag- 
gered and fell over his father. I began 
to back out of the stable. That is how 
my face Was so terribly burned. I was 
afraid to turn my back upon the 
mules for fear they would stampede 
and run me down. I did not know then 
that they had been all killed by the ex- 
plosion, for our lamps were blown out 
and we were in total darkness. 

“After I got out of the stable I heard 
Albert crying for help. I went back and 
found him and Henry. Atwood, a driver. 
I proceeded, half leading and half car- 
rying them, to the foot of the mine 
shaft. They were both delirious. and I 
believe I was, too. Both of them per- 
sisted in standing up, and began to 
walk around. Immediately I forced 
them to lie down and to get them out 
of the path 6f the fatal after-damp. 


which hovered about four feet’ above 
the ground. Then I felt myself going to 
sleep, but I did not care, although I 


realized that it was the sleep of death. 
TI laid down upon-somethinge which 1 
could feel. although I could not see.

feet back from the main shaft, was dis-' 


covered an arm and a foot: They were 
portions of a victim killed 108 feet be- 
iow the surface and blown out of the 
shaft like a bullet from a’ rifle.” 

From statements obtained today, it 
seems the presense of gas in quantities 
in the mine was perfectly Well known, 
and that naked lights were used for 
several days before the explosion. Ac- 
cording to creditable authority, not a 
safety lamp was used in the mine by 
the working crews since last Tuesday 
morning, four days before the explo- 
Sion. Fire Boss James Ratcliffe, whose 
‘it was to look after the safety of 


the mine and upon whose intelligence 
(@e lives of the diggers depended in a 
large degree, told his story. Ratcliffe 


has not yet recovered from his narrow 
escape. The fire boss said: 

“lL believe that the explosion was 
eaused by a sudden fall which occurred 
just before the explosion. I do not be- 
lieve that there was enough gas in the 
mine to be dangerous. As a matter of 
fact, the coal itself gives off little gas, 
but the gas comes chiefly from the roof 
of the pit. After the explosion, I went 
into the mine with Jones, the pit boss. 


| went from the entrance of the main 
shaft. toward the air shaft, 150 yards 
away. kverything was filled with after } 


damp and smoke. .Jones gave out in 
a few miments, and I dragged him. to 
the bottom of the main shaft, where 
there was a little air.” 

Ratcliffe said the explosion must have 
eccurred within two or three hundred 
feet of the main shaft. He says the 
mine was well supplied with air. 

“It was awful,’”’ said the fire boss. 
“The men were trapped there like rats, 
and there is no hope that a single man 
is alive. The two shafts were both. dis- 
abled, and there was no other exit. I 


have never seen a more terrible mine 
explosion Stone copings two feet thick 
and cemented together were utterly 
destroyed. Not even particles of rock 
remained. The stone was blown into 
dust.” 


William Pastorios, a driver in the 
mine, tells a, sensational story. Pas- 
torios, who has lived in Brownsville for 
many years, and is regarded as a man 
of intelligence, says that Pit Boss Jones 
last Tuesday morning issued a general 
order that all safety lamps might be 
dispensed with, and in their stead the 
miners were permitted to use naked 
lights. Pastorios also states that the 
lamps were unlocked, contrary to reg- 
ulation. 

“The miners always prefer to use 
naked lights,” said pastorios, ‘‘when- 
ever possible, as they give better light 
and are more easily handled. I have 
been working here a couple of months, 
and used a safety lamp until last Tues- 
day morning. At that time nine safe- 
ties were in use by drivers and other 
who were constantly moving about tWe 
mine, and therefore exposed to greater 
risk than a digger in a room. Con- 
trary to the mining regulations, the 
safety lamps in use were in many cases 
unlocked. The safettes were provided 
by the company as usual, and they 
should be locked so that it is impossible 
for a miner to open them while at work. 
My lamp was unlocked, and I fre- 
quently opened and closed it. Tuesday 
the pit boss issued an order that the 
men could use open lamps, and they of 
course discarded the safeties, which 
made a poorer light. About one hun- 
dred yards from the bottom from the 
main shaft there was a fall which had 
been boarded up, and in which the gas 
stood against the roof. I think it was 
this gas which exploded.” si 

Superintendent Boyer, who is the su- 
perior of Pit Boss Jones, when told of 
the above statement, said: “I know 
nothing of the order to dispense with 
safety lamps.” 

He would make no further statement.

SILVER’S CAUSE 
DEPENDS ON BOER ENERGIES. 


IF WAR CONTINUES WHITE METAL 
WILL WIN. 


Such is the Prediction of Senator 
Dubois of Idaho, Who Declares 
There is not Enough Gold to Form 
the Basis of the World’s Money. 
Important if True.

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—‘If the war in 
the Transvaal continues for two or 
three months longer, the cause of sil- 
ver will have been won,” said former 
Dubois’ of 
Idaho, one of the’ Silver Republican 
leaders, who was in Chicago today. * 

“The short time it has been § in 
progress,” continued Senator Dubois, 
“has furnished proof of the conten- 
tions of the friends of silver that there 
is not enough gold in the world to 


form the basis of the world’s money, 


and if the war continues the length 
of time I have indicated, the truth of 
this will have become too apparent for 
successful contravention. 

“IT believe the Transvaal war will be 
a mighty influence in the campaign 
of next year in this country, and that 
the object lesson will convince’ the 
people of this country that it is not 
safe to place on gold the entire burden 
of the monetary volume of the world. 

“It may be interesting to observe 
that the panic in New York was sim- 
ultaneous with the passage of the 
House gold-standard bill. Now, if a 
panic had followed the passage of a 
silver free-coinage bill, the wise men 
and the press of the land would have 
attributed it to the passage of the 
bill.” 


SILVER BRICK AND COURTS, 
CASE TO GO TO WASHINGTON, 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 
DENVER, Dec. 24.—Judge <A. W. 
Rucker has reurned from St. Louis, 
where he conferred with a number of 
leading silver men of the country con- 
cerning the proposed silver-brick suit 
which is to be carried into the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. The 
judge says no final plan was adopted, 
as it is necessary to consult with others 
before the movement is put under way. 
He found many Democrats in sym- 
pathy with the idea, but Mr. Bryan is 

yet to be heard from. 

“Judging by expressions of prominent 
men who came to St. Louis to talk over 
the question,” said the judge, ‘the 
feling is quite strong for the measure.

HOLDINGS IN PANAY. 


NOT §0 EXTENSIVE AS THE 
NEW TROOPS THOUGHT. 


Correspondence from Ileilo Tells of the 
Surprise of American Soldiers on 
Arriving to Find the Forces 
Virtually Besieged. 


Up to November Thirteenth the Lines 
Did not Embrace Much Territory, 
but an Aggressive Forward 
Movement Later Began. 


Expedition Advances into the Midst of 
the Enemy’s Country—Co. C Has a 
Brush With the Rebels—San 
Miguel is Fired. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

ILOILO, Nev. 13.—[Associated Press 
correspondence, wired from Chicago, 
Dec. 24.] This Island of Panay, sister 
island to Negros and others of the Vis- 
ayan group, has for months past been 
in the insurgents’ hands. Today the 
American forces are taking the aggres- 
sive for the first time, and are moving 
out to cover and hold more territory. 
Up to the present we have possessed 
the half-burned town of [Iloilo and noih- 
ing more.. The Twenty-sixth Regiment, 
under Col. Rice, arrived here two weeks 
ago from the United States. : 

“We, at hone,” said officers of this 
régiment, “knew that our troops were 
on Panay, but we had the impression 
that they occupied the island; that 
the important coast towns were at 
least ours; that. our possession was 
more than nominal. Hence, we are sur- 
prised to see the American forces ac- 
tually besieged by the insurgents upon 
three miles of land immediately sur- 
rounding Lloilo. 

“People in the United States may 
have the same ideas as had the officers 
of the Twenty-sixth Regiment, and to 
them it would be well to say that our 
lines, up to the present, embrace the 
suburbs of Jaro and Molo, both within 
three miles of this port, and nothing 
more. Insurgent trenches face us on 
the north and west, and outpost firing. 
is to be heard at any time. 

“With the coming of reinforcements, 
a battalion of the Nineteenth and 
Twenty-sixth Regiments entire, Gen. 
Hughes, in the midst of a typhoon that 
Swept the country in a driving rain, 
flooding rice fields and making quag- 
mires of the roads, and an expedition 
composed of the Kighteenth Regiment, 
under Col. Carpenter, the Second Bat- 
talions of the Twenty-sixth Regiment, 
two battalions of the Nineteenth, Light 
Battery G of the Sixth Artillery, under 
Capt. Bridgeman, and Capt. Gordon’s 
mounted scouts from the Eighteenth 
Regiment, advanced into the enemy’s 
country. The battalion of the Twenty- 
sixth and the two battalions of the 
Nineteenth constituted a provisional 
regiment under Col. Rice, while the 
First and Third Battalions of ‘the 
Twenty-sixth garrisoned Iloilo and Jaro, 

The objective point of the expedi- 
tion was the supposed insurgent 
stronghold at Santa Barbara, eight 
miles north of Jaro, but as the direct 
road between these two points had 
been strongly intrenched, the American 
forces made a detour to the west, in 
order to approach Santa Barbara on 
its unprotected side. Yesterday, Gen. 
Hughes had occupiedssuccessively the 
villages of Oton, Tigbaun and Gurmal 
on the coast and west of Iloilo, like- 
wise Cordoba, four miles of Tigbaun. 

“Co. C of the Twenty-sixth Regiment 
had the only contact with the insur- 
gents on the first night out. One of 
the men of the company, which was 
under command of Lieut. Fales, was 
Seriously wounded; two of the enemy 
were found dead whenvthe trenches 
were captured, and much ammunition 
fell into our hands as a result of the 
brush. Today, Gen. Hughes’s column 
is resting in the four towns mentioned, 
waiting for ammunition and provisions 
to be conveyed to it, and a soft rain 
to stop and the country to dry. 

“The. town of San Miguel, within 
sight of Tloilo, was partially fired by 
the rebels when they thought our 
troops were about to enter it. The 
town of Iloilo today presents a woe- 
begone and dismantled appearance. A 
third of the place is in ruins, and the 
partial reconstruction of business 
house and the humbler dwellings of 
the poor, with débris left from the con- 
flagration on February 11, reminds one 
of the wreck of a western cyclone.” . 


CHASING OF BANDITS. 
TROOPS SPILL MUCH GORE. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
BACOLOD (Island of Negros,) Nov, 
i.—[Assciated Press Correspondence, 
wired from Chicago Dec, 24.] Panay is 
the shipping port for all products of 
Negros. Negros Island was first gar- 
risoned by the California Volunteers, 
which regiment was replaced early in 
July, 1898, by the Sixth United States 
Infantry, Brig.-Gen. Smith, formerly 
colonel of the California Regiment, is 
military Governor of Negros, and since 
last July affairs here have advanced 
rapidly and well under his direction. 
Last July, the situation had two sides, 
the military and the civil. The Sixth 
Infantry had before it the duty of sup- 
pressing the interior mountain bandits, 
as Well as.the seattering of the revolu- 
tionary party. which was operating un- 
der instructions from Aguinaldo in Lu- 
zon. As to civil matters, Gen. Smith 
held in view the establishment and 
maintenance of a civil and elective gov- 
ernment, which would ultimately serve 
to show the other revolting islands 
what good things will be enjoyed under 
American rule. Negros was selected as 
the most promising field for this experi- 

ment, 

Since July last, these bandits, who 
have held undisputed control over part 
of this country for years, have encoun- 
tered the Sixth Infantry, and they are 
not nearly as numerous as formerly, 
and consequently the profession has 
lost much of its popularity, and may be 
considered to be upon its last legs. It 
would be unwise to state in print just 
how many of these marauders have 
been killed by the\Sixth—the number is 
large, and there would surely be people 
at home in ignorance of the fact that 
drastic and severe measures alone can 
remedy this evil, and who consequently 
might raise an outcry against the kill- 
ings. 

A part of our inheritance from Spain 
is the robber chief known locally as 
Papa or Popisso. He is the leader of 
the band operating in the southern por- 
tion of the island, who are called Baby- 
lanes, a wild, superstitious people. 
Against them the American soldiers 
have waged a constant . warfare that 
has resulted in the bandits being killed, 
demoralized and scattered. A handful 
of American troops has taken positions 
that forty trained men could have held 
against an army corps.

“WRECKED AT POMONA 


LOCAL TRAIN FROM THIS CITY 
SMASHED. 


One Woman Killed, Four Persons. 
Fatally Injured and Six or Eight 
Others Suffering More or Less 
Serious Wounds, 


Breaking of the Engine Wheel the Cause. 


of the Disaster—All Except the 
Last Car Leave the Track. 
Wreckage Takes Fire.

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

POMONA, Dec. 24.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A broken wheel.on the engine 
of the local train from Los Angeles 
which was due to arrive in Pomona at 
6:48 o’clock tonight caused one of the 
most frightful railroad accidents that | 
has ever occurred in this locality. As 
& result of it one persons is killed, and 
four probably fatally injured, while six 
or eight are suffering from _ serious 
wounds and others from bruises. 

The train which runs from Los An- 
geles to San Bernardino via Covina was 
turning the curve on White avenue, 
west of the Pomona station, when a 
wheel under the engine broke, and the 
engine left the track, followed by the 
combination baggage and smoking car. 
In an instant all waS& pandemonium, 
and the cries of the injured and fright- 
ened soon brought a crowd of willing 
helpers to the scene of the wreck, when 
the work of removing the injured com- 
menced. The coach which followed the 
baggage car was overturned and caught 
fire, but the flames were soon put out 
under the prompt action of Conductor 
Fitzgerald and some assistants. The 
last car did not leave the track. 

The injured were at once taken to the 


places were speedily converted into hos- 
pitals, with all of the local physicians 
in attendance. One woman, whom no 
one is able to identify, was removed 
from the wreck dead. The body was 
taken to Kirby’s undertaking parlors. 
The engineer of the train, Dave John- 
son of Crafton, was carried to the Pa- 
cific Hotel. He suffered concussion of 
the brain, and is unconscious. He also 
has a fracture of the right arm ‘and. is 
wounded in the head. Dr. Garcelon, 
who is attending him, says he may 
possibly recover with the loss of an 
arm, as he seems to be slowly rallying. 

Milton Monroe, a brakeman, who is 
said to be a son of the founder of the 
town of Monrovia, has been taken to 
the fire hall, and is unconscious, hav- 
ing suffered concussion of the brain, 
and, apparently having severe internal 
injuries.

I order you 
to release the money paid you by New 
York Life Insurance Company imme- 
diately. I Sign this telegram in the 
presence of three witnesses, my broth- 
er-in-law, my uncle and the company’s 
attorney, Edward O'Bryan. 

“AARON WOLFSOHN.” 

Aaron Wolfsohn is the man who was, 
supposed to have committed suicide 
in this city last July, and whose body | 
is supposed to be lying in a grave in | 
Evergreen Cemetery. The body of a 
man was found in a Main-street lodg- 
ing-hceuse in a room filled with gas, and 
it was taken for granted that the man 
had killed himseif.. Some manuscript 
verses and a diary found in the room 
purported to have been written by one 

“Reither,’ and to give the writer's rea- | 
sons for committing suicide. Nothing | 
tending to establish the man’s identity 
was found, and for nearly two weeks 
the body laid in the morgue uniden- 
tified. S. A. D. Jones, agent of the New 
York Life, finally identified the body as 
that of Aaron Wolfsohn, a commercial 
traveler, whose life he had insured for 
$10,000 in March, 1899. The premium on 
the policy had not been paid, except by 
a note that had not been honored, and 
ver had been delivered to 
the insured, but remained in the safe 
in the aeent's office. Only the officials 
and agent of the company Knew of the 
existence of the policy, unless Wolf- 
sohn had received notification of ‘issue 
and had told others. 

After the identification by Jones, Mrs. 
Maggie O'Neil of San Francisco, who 
had been very intimately aequainted 
with Wolfsohn, came to Los Angeles 
and positively declared that she identi- 


fied the body as Wolfsohn’s. She also 
paid the expenses of a funeral. No 
autopsy was made, because it | 
seemed clear that the man had) 
turned on ‘the gas and asphyxiated | 
himself.

ACHRISTMAS REFLECTION.

“As the angels were gone away from 
them into heaven, the shepherds said 
one to another: Let us now go, even 
unto Bethlehem, and see this thing 
which is come to pass, which the 
hath made known to Luke 
There, on the terraced hill slopes, 

near to Bethlehem, some shepherds 

are keeping watch about their flocks. 

The oriental night is lustrous with its 

stars; it was nét'“wintry inpthat clime; 

the air was genial, and the breezes 


were soft. 


But suddenly the stars are dimmed 
by a better brightness. It is as if the 
midnight were changed to noon. Out 
of the strange splendor, and with ex- 
quisite melody a single voice sounds, 
as of a choral leader: ‘For unto you 
is born this day, in the city of David, 
a Savior, which is Christ the Lord.” 
And then the shining spaces get swiftly 
populous. To the angelic leader sweeps 
a& vast angelic throng. ‘There swells a 
majestic and thunderous burst of har- 
mony... From angelic rank is flung to 
angelic rank the acclaim magnificent: 
“Glory to God in the highest, on earth 
peace, good will to men.”’ 

Then the celestial radiance fades. 
The old unbroken sky bends down. The 
old stars gleam. The vision and the 
music end, 

But it all has been. 
been is charged, as all great blessings 
are, with duty. That duty the shep- 
herds recognize and accept at once. To 
uS also, as we read, it is plain enough. 
“Let us go now and see,” the shepherds 
say. The duty the vision brought was 
—a personal investigation. 

Think a moment. The splendor of 
the vision and the burst of the angelic 
song were bound to have, immediately, 
some effect upon those shepherds. Ac- 
tion of one kind or another was inevi- 
table, even though it were a refusal to 
go and see; even though they had said 
the radiance was but unusual lightning, 
and the music but the chanting of the 
Temple choirs yonder in Jerusalem, 
heard with singular distinctness be- 
cause the air chanced to be very clear. 


1 And had the unusual occurrence com- 


pelled them to the decision that they 
would not go and sée, it would also 
have bound them to the results 
wrapped up in it—of missing sight of, 
or never finding the Hoid Child, lytng 
there in the lowly manger. 

It is a very solemn matter—this in- 
evitable é@ffect of some sort, of blight 
or blessing, which the facts emerging 
in our lives must have on us. Men 
often think they will live on as though 
no Holy Babe had ever been born in 
Bethlehem; as though no Christ had 
ever come into our world. But, plainly, 
this cannot be. The simple fact of in- 
carnation, that Christ has made ad- 
vent into the world, obliges some re- 
sult in every one of us.. And even 
though a man refuse to lay hand to 
the duty, he cannot so decide without 
the reaction of such decision being 
written in himself. 

Just as the flaming vision made claim 
on the shepherds for persona! investi- 
gation, so the presence of Christ in hu- 
man history, of whose advent that 
vision was the august accompaniment, 
makes claim on all of us for investi- 
gation as to our personal relations to 
this Christ. 

Jesus Christ is a character in his- 
tory too great to be flippantly slighted. 
Consider His sinlessness, His sacrifice, 
His tremorless telling of the facts of 
the other life the heart so longs to 
know, Hi claims. Consider.He_ is the 
only being who has substantial charac- 
ter, assertion, claim, by resurrection. 

Consider what empire He has held 
over the lordliest intellects. “The 
blessed and only potentate, the King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords;” “over all. 
God blessed forever;” ‘‘the great God 
and our Savior;” it is thus St. Paul 
writes of Him. .And no wider, more 
sinewy, more controlling mind has 
thought and wrought than that of the 
apostle. | 

Said Napoleon: “Everything in Christ 
astonishes me. His spirit overawes 
me, and His will confounds me. His 
ideas and his sentiments, the truths 
which He announces, His manner’ of 
convincing, are not explained either by 
human observation or the nature of 
things.”’ 

Here is a snatch from the will of 
Shakespeare; he of the “myriad-mind” 
thus prostrated himself at the feet of 
Christ: 

“T commend my soul into the hands 
of God, my Creator: hoping and as- 
suredly believing, through the only 
merits of Jesus Christ, my Savior, to 
be made partaker of life everlasting.” 

That was a remarkable collection of 
personal letters recently published by 
a religious journal, in which over six 
score of the foremost men of our na- 
tion, including the President. Cabinet 
officers, Senators, Justices, Governors, 
the leading naval and army command- 
ers, college presidents and world-known 
merchants, all placed themselves on 
record as friends of Christianity, 
recognizing it as the friend of man- 
kind and of surpassing potency as a 
civilizing influence. Large numbers of 
these acknowledged their personal al- 
legiance to a divine Christ and voiced 
the belief expressed by Mr. McKinley, 
when he wrote of Christianity as ‘the 
mightiest factor in the world’s civiliza- 
tion.’’ 

The one who tells it declares this in- 
cident trustworthy: “ ‘The perfect man 
has not yet come, but is to come,’ once 
said Ralph Waldo Emerson to the poet, 
Whittier. ‘Thee will acknowledge, 
Friend Emerson.’ said Mr. Whittier, 
‘that Jesus is the most perfect of all 
men who have yet appeared?’ ‘Yes,’ 
replied Emerson, ‘that I admit.’ ‘Thee 
will acknowledge,’ continued Whittier, 
‘that we have not yet reached the 
standard which the life of Christ has 
set before us?’ ‘I suppose that must be 
granted,’ replied Emerson. ‘Then,’ 
said Whittier, ‘ought thee not to re- 
ceive this as the perfect life until the 
more perfect makes its appearance?’ 
And Mr. Emerson cast his calm blue 
eye into the empty space and was si- 
lent.” Ah, the more perfect than Per- 
fect cannot be found. | 

Surely such a Christ is worthy the 
most earnest thought, the most inves- 
tigating inquiry, the most searching 
questioning as to whether the self be 
in right relation with, him. 

Now, in this Christmas time, when 
the record of the vision and song of the 
angels. because the Christ had come, 
specially challenge attention, what 
worthier, nobler thing can any man 
possibly do than follow the example of 
the shepherds? 

The ever-widening influence of right 
or wrong is beyond calculation, and no 
man is without influence, far greater 
than he knows, upon those about him, 
and so to succeeding genérations. It 
has been of inestimable value to the 
world that we have this record of a 
right decision upon the Bethlehem 
plains. It will be of inestimable value 
to the ages to come whenever men to- 
day shall say: ‘Let us now go, even to 
Bethlehem, and see this matter which 
the Lord hath made known to us.” .

Prose 
in the Elizabethan time was not a 
mode of expression befitting high 
thought or dignity. There were many 
who, like Lard Bacon, regarded the 
English common speech as a packhorse 
never to be immortal as the Latin Pe- 
gasus would be immortal. And _

prose-writing, not then looked on as the 


art it is now, was not fit for the expres- 
Sion of exalted sentiment. “hen 
Shakespeare has anything not worthy 
of poetic expression he puts it into 
prose, following the opinion of his 
time. 

There is another reason for his do- 
ing this. Prose—even rhythmical prose 
such as Shakespeare writes—gave the 
effect of contrast, of shade after light. 
It¢played the part of the recitative in 
the opera. In the first act of “As You 
Like It,”’ for instance, the scene of the 
orchard, in Oliver’s house, Orlando be- 
gins his expogition in a low key: 

“As IT remember, Adam, it was upon 
this fasion bequeathed me by will but 
a poor thousand crowns, and, as thou 
Sayest, charged my brother, on his 
blessing, to breed me well; and there 
begins my sadness.”’ 
_ The'scene flows on, exposing the mo- 
tive of the play until it closes with the 
bargain between Oliver and ®the 
wrestler. The light comedy of the sec- 
ond scene is in prose, too; but the 
prose is more musical than that of the 
first scene. Cadences chase one an- 
other, link and interlink: : 

“Rosalind. Now

SPEED OF STREET CARS. 


REGULATIONS NOW IN FORCE IN 
OTHER CITIES. 

For the purpose of learning what re- 
Strictions, if any, are put upon the 
speed of electric and cable cars in the 
principal cities of the United States, by 
special ordinances, or provisions in the 
franchises, a letter of inquiry was re- 
cently sent by the Street Railway Jour- 
nal to the municipal officers in every 


50,000 or over. Forty-six replies were 
received. Nine cities reported that the 
speed of trolley cars was not restricted. 
The others stated that the speed was 
either limited by ordinances or fran- 
chises, and that in most Gases differ- 
ent specds were allowed in different 
parts of the city. 

The cities reporting that they have 
no ordinaces regulating the speed of 
Street cars are Reading, Pa.: Pall 


Pa.; Milwaukee, Wis.; Lynn, Mass.; 
Scranton, Pa.; Troy, N. Y., and Detroit, 
Mich. Among the replies Stating that 
there were speed regulations were the 
following: Alleghany, ’Pa., 15 miles an 
hour, Atlanta, Ga., within a quarter of 
a mile of the center of city, 6 miles an 
hour, outside, 15 miles an hour: ,0s00n, 
Mass., in the business section, 7 miles 
an hour, 19 and 12 miles an hour beyond; 
Charleston, 8.-C., 5 miles an hour on 
one business street and 15 miles else- 
where; Columbus, O., 8 miles in busi- 
ness center, 14 miles an hour beyond; 
Denver, Colo., 9 to 12 miles an hour; 
Des Moines, Iowa, 8 to 12 miles an hour; 
Evansville, Ind., 12 miles an hour; 
Grand Rapids, Mich., 7 to 15 miles an 
hour; Hartford, Ct., 8 to 19 miles an 
hour; Kansas City, Mo., 12 miles an 
hour; Louisville, Ky., 9 to 12 miles an 
hour; New Haven, Ct., 10 to 12 miles 
an hour; Omaha, Neb., 15 miles an 
hour; Paterson, N. J.. 19 and 15 miles 
an hour; Providence, R. I., 6, 9, 10 and 
12 miles an hour; Rochester, N. 
to 15 miles an hour; St. Louis, Mo., 8, 
10 and 12 miles an hour; St. Paul, Minn., 
$ to 12. miles; Washington, D. C., 12 
and 15 miles; New York City, 6, 8, 10, 
12 and 14 miles an hour; La Crosse, 
Wis., 20 miles an hour. The average of 
these is nearly 12 miles an hour. 

The Los Angeles ordinance calls for 
8 miles an hour and was passed in 1872, 
two years before the cable lines were 
put in operation, and twelve years in 
advance of the electric systems. |

The information contained in a spe- 
cial dispatch to The Times from Wash- 
ington, relative to the growth of 
the beet-sugar industry, will be a sur- 
prise to most readers who have not 
kept themselves informed on this sub- 
ject. It is a matter of very general 
knowledge that the production of beet 
sugar has greatly increased during the 
past twenty years, but few persons 
are aware that it has quintupled in 
less than thirty years, and that it has 
risen from 30 per cent. of the total 
sugar production of the world to 66 
per cent. of that total. The further 
fact that during the same period the 
production of cane sugar has scarcely 
of general 


knowledge. 

Another fact worth noting in this 
connection is that the area of sugar 
production has gradually shifted from 
the tropics northward, and that the 
producers of the temperate zone have 
proven themselves able to compete with 
the lower-priced labor of the tropics, 
while at the same time the price of 
sugar has steadily declined—owing 
principally to the competition of beet 
stgar—until it brings in the market 
oniy one-half as much per pound as it 
did forty or fifty years ago. These 
remarkable results have been. accom- 
plished, moreover, notwithstanding the 
fact that sugar has for many years 
been a subject of monopoly, and that 
the sugar trust has exerted its influence 
-alniost constantly in the direction of 
Keeping up the price of this necessary 
commodity. 

As the production of sugar has 
enormously increased during the two 
decades last past, so has its consump- 
tion. It is one of the absolute laws of 
trade that in proportion as the price 
of a commodity decreases the con- 
sumption of that commodity increases. 
The rule has held good as_ regards 
sugar. The average per capita con- 
sumption is more than double what it 
was twenty-five years ago, and the 
price has been cut, in two. 
no danger, it may be added, that the 
demand will ever decline te any serious 
extent. Sugar is one of the commodi- 
ties that cannot be dispensed with in 
the domestic economy, and the demand 
for it is constantly renewing itself, 
by reason’ of the fact that the con- 
sumption is absolute; the product dis- 
appears. There will always be a mar- 
ket for sugar, and there is. little or no 
likelihood that the supply will greatly 
exceed the demand at any time. 

Some of the opponents of Philippine 
and Hawaiian annexation have put for- 
ward, as a basis for their objections, 
the fear that the annexation of the 
islands will very seriously injure the 
beet-sugar industry of the United 
States. Such fears are practically 
without foundation. The consumption 
of sugar is bound to increase steadily, 
as the population increases, and t'iere 
is little danger that the supply will 
ever gain on the demand to such an ex- 
tent as to inflict serious injury upon. 
the industry in the United States. If 
an unusually abundant supply depresses 
the price temporarily, consumption will 
quickly increase to such an extent as 
to restore the equilibrium. 

We now import many millions of tons 
of sugar annually from Germany and 
other foreign countries) We may as 
well import, this surplus from our in- 
sular possessions as to pay out the 
money which it costs to a foreign coun- 
try. For many years to come we can 
absorb. all the surplus product of our 
island territories, without experiencing 
auy serious effects because of the 
competition. There is no _ occasion, 
theréiore, for borrowing trouble on this 
score.

A FINANCIAL PARADOX. 

The recent financial flurry on Wall 
street was the result, in chief part, as 
one of the New York financial agencies 
points out, of good times rather than 
of bad times. Paradoxical as_ this 
statement is, a little reflection shows 
that it is literally true, beyond a doubt. 
The shortage of money on the stock 
exchange was due primarily to the fact 
that business has been so good through- 
out the country for many months past 
that a much larger volume of money 
than usual has been needed at interior 
points for the transaction of regular 
business; hence, there has been a 
shortage, comparatively speaking, at 
the large financial centers. 

“The worst day in Wall street for 
many years,” as R. G. Dun & Co. say 
in their latest weekly review of trade, 
“was in part the legitimate result of 
the best year in business ever known, 
because the country had prospered so 
greatly and had so expanded its busi- 
ness that it could no longer afford to 
have many millions locked up in car- 
rying stocks representing imaginary 
values.” For this reason the so-called 
“industrials” are not in favor, aud in 
many cases those who hold them are 
anxious to realize upon them in order 
that they may have the.rmoney to in- 
vest in -active business enterprises. 
These conditions brought about, on the 
one hand, a disinclination to invest in 
this class of securities, and on the other 
a desire to sell them. The inevitable 


result of this combination was 
in the prices of these securities, and the 
“piching” of some who were “long” 


on the same. 

It will be remembered that a large 
amount of the money sent West from 
New York, last fall, for the moving of 
crops to the seaboard (a custom which 
has obtained from time immemorial,) 
was not returned to the East as ex- 
pected, but was retained in the West 
because it was needed in the channels 
of trade. There is not much doubt 


the East, as eastern financiers expected 
it would be, the recent financial strin- 
gency in the New York money market 
would not have occurred. - 

Our friends of the opposition—who 


and under all circumstances—will 
doubtless seek to make it appear that 
the temporary stringency in Wall street 
was due to “the crime of ’73,” or to the 
proposition pending in Congress to place 
the country firmly and avowedly upon 
the gold basis, or to some other equally 
remote and indeterminate cause. But 
the real reason is the reason above 
stated—or, rather, this is the principai 
reason. Business has prospered through- 
out the country, during the past .year, 
to an unprecedented extent, and al- 
though the volume of money used in 
business has been larger than was ever 
used before in the history of the coun- 
try, it has not been sufficient to meet 
the demands, fully, of this extraordi- 
nary volume of trade.

History of Christmas, 


EV. Cc. J. K. JONES preached yes- 
R teriay morning in the Church of 

the Unity, corner of Third and Hill. 
streets, on “The Joyous Season.” He 
said, in part: 
“The myths and legends connected 
with Christmas, sociologically and the- 
ologically, are essential «nd intimate 
features of the intellectual and relig- 
ioug development of the western na- 
tion of Europe. They are a vital part 
of the strictly human, or affectional 
side of our social history. One has only 
to look at the current writings, popu- 
lar books and illustrations of the day 
and its associations, in magazine and 
Christmas literature, to observe how 
well nigh unanimous is the resort to 
traditional myths and legends as form- 
ing the acceptable expression of the 
history and meaning of the day. The 
popular stories of Christmas as the 
natal day of Jesus of Nazareth are a 
mixture of oriental and western birth- 
stories and myths. The original. foun- 
dation of them are the nature myths of 
an early stage of culture. 

“In the westward and northward 
movement of Christianity it came into 
contact, and into conflict, with the 
myths and legends of our northern an- 
cestors. They were willing to accept 
Christianity on a compromise whereby 
Christianity should accept some of the 
views and customs of the north and 
west. It was a give-and-take sort of 
exchange of views and customs. Hence, 
western Christianity bears the stamp. 
and characteristics of our northern an- 
cestors. The Christmas festivities of 
today retain the memories of the north- 
ern winters where they originated, the 
ground covered with snow, the ever- 
green forests of fir, pine and spruce, 
the mysteries of the shortening days 
and the lengthening of the dark nights 
with their awful and increasing cold, 
the buring of the Yule log, the offering 
of a human sacrifice, the belief in spir- 
its good and bad, the fear of the bad, 
as Loki and his crew, and trust in the 
good, as Thor, who the missionaries 
said was their Christ. It was the tri- 
umph of the good, Thor, Baldur. and 
similar mighty ones, at the time of the 
winter solstice, which brought back the 
strengthening light of the returing days 
of warmth, and made the people to 
rejoice in the first signs thereof. This 
season of joy was completed in the 
festival of Ostara, or Eastre in Anglo 
Saxon. 

“These days cary us back to the times 
when the astronomical and meteoro- 
logical gods of our ancestors were veri- 
table beings of whom to be afraid. 
When the divisions of weekly time Were 
named, the Sun-day. Moon-day, Tyrs- 
day, Wodnes-day, Thors-day, Freya- 
day and Saturn-day. There was not any 
form of animal life but had its repre- 
sentation or image in the celestial re- 
gions. These myths of our northern an- 
cestors stood to them in the place of 
knowledge. To them the approach of 
the winter solstice was a serious af- 
fair—very grave in its possibilities. 
When the _ solstice had been safely 
passed ‘they rejoiced with exceeding 
great joy.’ 

“Our Christmas is largely the old 
stock of the cult of our northern ances- 
tors, grafted with the new dogtrines 
and cult of the Christian missionaries 
from the south and east. So far as we 
can determine, our Christmas on the 
25th day of December is the celebration 
of the winter solstice season by our 
horthern ancestors, plus the Christian 
tradition that Jesus of Nazareth was 
born on that day.” ;

HOLY DOOR 


SOLEMN INAUGURATION AT ROME 
OF THE HOLY YEAR. 


Ceremony Performed in the Presence 
of Papal Officers, Members of the _ 
Diplomatic Corps and Roman No- 
bility and Specially Invited Guests, 
Leo’s Feet Kissed. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

ROME, Dec. 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Pope solemnly inaugurated 
the Holy year by performing the im- 
pressive ceremony of opening the 
holy door of St. Peter's Cathedral at 
11 o’clock this morning. The ceremony 
was performed in the vestibule, which 
was handsomely decorated, in the pres- 
ence of papal officers, the members of 
the diplomatic corps, leading repre- 
sentatives of the Roman nobility, and 
a number of specially-invited guests. 

After donning the pontifical robes, 
the Pope, borne on the Sedia Gestatoria 
and escorted by the Papal Guards, 
proceeded with the cardinals and the 
court to the Sistine Chapel, in the 
Vatican Palace, where were gathered 
representatives of the Roman religious 
‘orders and clergy. After a_ brief 
prayer before the holy sacrament, & 
tew moments of solemn silence  fol- 
lowed, the Pope and the papal digni- 
taries in their state robes’ being 
grouped before the door. Then the 
latter swung back, and the officials of 
St. Peter’s laved the threshold, and 
the door posts with holy water, while 
Leo opened the psalm, “Jubilate Deo,” 
which was. taken up by the pontifical 
choir. 

The Pope, having covered his head 
and holding in his’ right hand @ 
crucifix and in his left a lighted candle, 
knelt at the threshold amid the strains 
of the “Te Deum.” Rising to his 
feet, he stepped alone’ within the 
portals of the vast and empty basilica. 
The cardinals and others followed. At 


this moment all the church bells in 
Rome rang out. 
Leo stopped before the altar of 


Michael Angelo, where the janitors of 
the Holy Door for the coming year 
kissed his feet. He addressed a few 
words to them on the importance of 
the ceremony, and then proceeded to 
the altar, where the sacrament was 
offered, followed by a short prayer. 
Then, advancing on the Sedia Gesta- 
toria to .the high altar, he pro- 
nounced a solemn accord- 
ing to the plenary indulgences. 

By 1:15 o'clock he had returned ta 
his private apartments, having per- 
formed the ceremonies with great ap- 
parent satisfaction. He was smiling 
throughout, but grew pale and showed 
signs of fatigue toward the end. Neve 
ertheless, he gave three blows on the 
door with considerable force. 

Profound silence was maintained 
throughout the ceremony, save when 
the Pope gave his blessings, which 
evoked loud vivas. The weather was 
fine, and an enormous concourse a8-~ 
sembled in the precinct of the basilica, 
Order was preserved inside by the 


pontifical guards and outside by the 
Royal Carbineers and the police.

LANDSLIDE AT AMALFI. 


TWELVE PERSONS KILLED AND 
MANY MORE MISSING. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

ROME, Dec. 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Dispatches from Amalfi, the 
popular tourist resort on the Gulf of 
Salerno, where the landslide oc- 
curred Friday, say that twelve per- 
sons are known to have been killed; 
that at least fifteen others were in- 
jured, and that many are unaccounted 
for. 

Among those killed were Miss Weir, 
a daughter of James Galloway Weir, 
member of the British House of Com- 
mons for Ress and Cromarty, and her 
governess. They had escaped, but re- 
turning for their valuables, were killed 
together. 

It now occurs that some earth 
tremors and other premonitions en- 
abled many people to get away before 
the catastrophe occurred. The Mayor 
of Amalfi declares his beHef that the 
landslide was due to the fact that a 
huge fissure, left after a similar slip 
ten years ago, had been carelessly 
filled with fagots and pieces of timber. 
This had always been considered a 
source of danger. The Hotel Santa 
Catarino was completely buried, and 
other buildings are in ruins. 

The peasants, fearing further land- 
slides, refuse to return to their homes.

NEWSBOYS’ FEAST. 


THEIR ANNUAL CHRISTMAS DIN- 
NER FROM THE TIMES. 


More Than Two Hundred Little Fel- 
lows Have All the Good Things 
They Can Eat—Given the Best the 
Market Affords and Treated Like 
Big Folks. 


If every person in Los Angeles to- 
day is fortunate enough to get as good 
a Christmas dinner as the newsboys of 
the city had yesterday, there will be 
no.hunger here, and if good food is 
conducive to happiness everybody 
should be happy. As has been its cus- 
tom for many years, The Times gave 
its Christmas dinner to the newsboys 
yesterday at the Royal restaurant on 
Spring street, between First and Sec- 
ond. On all such occasions in former 
years the attendance has been large, 
but yesterday’s feéd surpassed any- 
thing of the kintl ever before attempted 
in this city, in attendance, in the excel- 
lence of the food provided, and in the 
pleasure which the dinner gave the 
little fellows. There were several rea- 
sens for giving the dinner on Sunday, 
the principal one being that many of 
the boys will have Christmas dinners 
at home today, and by giving them the 
free dinner yesterday many of them 
will have two Christmas dinners. That 
they deserve the best on such occasions 
as Christmas cannot. be denied, for the 
newsboys are, as a rule, faithful and 
zealous workers. 

When the order for the dinner was 
given, Proprietor Gordan ef the Royal 
restaurant was told to spare no expense 
to make the affair a success, the meas- 
ure of success being the degree of en- 
joyment which the boys themselves got 
out of it. Acting on these instructions, 
Mr. Gordan prepared a dinner which 
Was in every way as good in quality as 
the regular customers of the place have 
set before them, and which was unlim- 
ited in’ quantity. For two hours dur- 
ing the afternoon his regular business 
was suspended, the whole of the spa- 
clous restaurant being turned over to 
the newsboys. 

The boys assembled at the office of 
The Times at 3 o'clock, and as each 
one entered the Broadway entrance he 
was given a ticket which entitled him 
to his dinner. For two hours before 
the distribution of tickets began, scores 
of boys waited about the building. Po- 
lice Sergt. Berg and three officers were 
on hand to keep them in line. When 


the tickets were given out there was 


a rush for the restaurant, where other 
officers were waiting to take care of 
the boys and show them where to x0. 
In less than ten minutes every seat in 
the restaurant was occupied, and there 
were nearly forty boys on the outside 
who could not be served at the first 
table. All of the inmates of the News- 
boys’ Home were present and every 


other newsboy who wanted his dinner’ 


got a ticket. Not one was refused, Mr. 
Gordan admitting later a number of 
other boys who had arrived too late 
to participate in the general distribu- 
tion of tickets at The Times office. 
When as many were seated as could 
be accommodated, the food was 
brought tn. 
each staggering under heavily-loaded 
trays. Their appearance was a signal 
for a yell of delight from the boys, and 
as soon as the food was set befgre 


them they made it disappear at a rate. 
that kept the waiters busy Supplying | 


them. The menu was more elaborate, 
and the food of better quality, than is 
often served at so-called banquets. The 
first dishes served were of fried perch 
and mashed potatoes. Some of the lit- 
tle fellows did not know how much or 
how many kinds of other food were t. 
follow this, and they devoured the fish 
quickly, and many of them called for 
more. They got it if they wanted it. 
Next came chicken croquettes and 
baked potatoes. Welcome as was such 
toothsome food, some of the 
thought the national Christmas dish 
was too long delayed, and from differ- 
ent parts of the room came questions 
of when the turkey was to be brought 
in. Accompanying the chicken cro- 
quettes were the usual side dishes of 
vegetables, but comparatively little at- 
tention was given them, for the word 
was passed around that turkey was 
coming next, and in order to enjoy :t 
the boys realized that they must re- 
serve some room for it. 
There was another yell 
waiters appeared with 
cranberry sauce, potatoes and other 
vegetables, and when the - well-filled 
dishes were placed on the tables, there 
was an instant hush of the noise whicn 
the boys had been making, and ali of 
them attacked the turkey as if they 
had never had anything to eat before.

bigger than their stomachs, for, try

place and ordered a dish of turkey. One 
or two of the boys, despairing of their 
ability to eat all that turkey, tucked 
the greasy “drumsticks’”’ into their 
pockets for future use. After the tur- 
key, plum pudding was served: real 
plum pudding, with hard sauce. Where 
the boys put all of it they ate was a 
wonder, but they got away with it. 
and some of them asked for and re- 
ceived a second plate. <A _ plentiful 
supply of coffee came next, and when 
that had disappeared, ice cream was 
passed around. This was dispensed in 
the same generous quantities as had 
been the other food. There were no 
small plates, but every boy got a large 
dish. None of it was left on the table 
after they got through with it. Fruit 
was then distributed, and this the boys 
took with them, and left the restaurant 
to make room for the boys who had 
been waiting on the outside. These 
boys got just the same kind of a din- 
ner as the others, and enjoyed it as 
much. After leaving the restaurant 
the boys did not disperse, but through- 
out the afternoon they remained in 
front of the place scrambling for small 
eoins, which passers-by tossed tnto the 
air for them to scramble for. 

Mr. Gordan said after the dinner that 
he was only sorry that there were not 
more boys to feed, for he had enjoyed 
their noise and delight as much as 
they had. He has had charge of the 
annual Times’ Christmas dinners for 
several vears, and he said yesterday's 
spread was attended by a much larger 
crowd of boys than ever before, the 
number of boys fed being between 249 
and 250. The dinner which he pro- 
vided yesterday was prepared under 
his own personal supervision, and h2 
made it as good as that regularly 
served to his customers. Today he will 
have a special Christmas menu for the 
public, and if it is as good as that of 
yesterday it will be excellent.

DISCOVERY OF ROBBER’S DEN IN 
SANTA ANITA CANYON. 


Abandoned Tunnel Occupied by the 
Thieves — Large Assortment of 
Plunder FOéund There—Fire on 
Euclid Avenue—Valuable Christmas 
Present to the Baptist Church. 


~ 


PASADENA, Dec. 24.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A robber’s cave—a gen- 
uine robber’s cave, underground, boog- 
erish, full of stolen treasures, has 
been discovered in a cafion near Pasa- 
dena. With his headquarters in this 
mountain fastness, the robber has 
preyed upon half a dozen towns around 
here, and the accidental finding of the 
cavern with its contents, has  ac- 
counted for numerous losses hitherto 
unexplained. 

A small boy named Alfred Hilton of 
@lerra Madre was out gunning in 
Santa Anita Cafion a few days ago. He 
wandered up and down the sides of 
the mountains without much success, 
and tarried so long that darkness over- 
took him. As he was hurrying me- 
ward, he saw a light far up in a little 
canon, opening east from the Big 
Santa Anita. He thought it must be 
a hunter’s camp fire, and shouted, but 

ot no response. He knew that no- 

ody lived in the cafion, and that peo- 
le were not:in the habit of camping 

here, and he was mystified. He did 
not dare make any further investiga- 
tions at that time, but the next day 
he assembled a gang of boys. and 
young men, and they explored the 
little cafion. They came upon an old 
tunnel, excavated long ago by mining 
prospectors or water hunters, and 

rtly crumbled down. It extended 
about fifteen feet into the side of the 
mountain, -was seven feet high and 
four feet wide, and inside were 

umerous traces of recent occupancy. 

t was clear that the light had come 
from this strange habitation. 

Most conspicuous of the contents 
were a lot of chicken feathers. One 
would have thought that the occupants 
of the cave had been dining  exclu- 
sively on chickens for years. The 
floor of the tunnel was littered with 
the feathers, and two coarse beds had 
been made of them. The explorers 
were aware that the people of Sierra 
Madre had been annoyed almost con- 
stantly by robberies of their  hen- 
roosts during the past two years, and 
no further illumination of that  sub- 
ject was needed. More picturesque 
was a highwayman’s mask of black 
leather, found in the cave. It is just 
big enough to cover the eyes and nose, 
and has two peeping-slits in it—such 
a& mask as one sees on the stage, but 
seldom anywhere else. An old buggy- 
top, stolen from an adjacent tewn some 
time ago, a half-barrel of cement, a 
collection of old clothes, a jug, a pair 
of pruning shears, an alcohol lamp 
and a lot of odds.and ends of small 
value were discovered. Last summer 
the house of Mr. De Pencier of Sierra 
Madre was entered and looted. A 
number of his things were found in 
the cave. The jug was: identified as 
one stolen from Hart’s winery. When 
taken, it had a nickel faucet, but. that 
is missing. | 

For many months a strange old man 
has beer’ seen now and then issuing 
from the mountains. He was long: 


haired, scantily ciad, barefoot and 


known. Once in a while he was cb- 
served picking up fruit ‘from: under 
_the trees, but nobody tuok ary excep- 
tions to that or detested him m any 
mischief. Occasionally a boy was seen 
with him. Up to this time noboiv has 
been able to give the old fellow a local 
habitation or name, ‘hey called him 
“The Old Man of the Mountain,” but 
now the people of the foothills believe 
he is the denizen of the cave and de- 
spoiler of their chicken-houses. The 
. location of the tunnel was such that a 
thief could make it the center of op- 
erations in Sierra Madre, Santa Anita, 
Monrovia, Duarte and Azusa, and 
could roam to either of these towns 
without passing through another set- 
tlement. He has levied on all of them, 
and the inhabitants will be glad that 
his den has been exposed. ; 

Mountaineers who have lived long 
in the vicinity of the cave and have 
frequently traversed the cafion and 
itst branches, are amazed to ascertain 
what has been going on there. They 
knew of the existence of the abandoned 
tunnel, but never had seen any sign 
of its being inhabited. The occupant 
or occupants had concealed the fact 
with much skill. Nothing has beet 
heard from the old man or his boy 
companion since the boys explored the 
cave. Who they are and whither they 
‘have gone is likely to remain a sort 
of end-of-the-cenfury enigma.

This happily settles a perplexity for 
the church, which had debated whether 
to build on the old ‘site or buy a new 
one. The problem was made more dif- 
ficult by the speculative purchase of 
the lot adjoining the nresent location 
of the church on North Fair Oaks and 
Locust by an enterprising citizen, when 
it was first reported that the church 
thought of building and would need 
more land. Steps probably will be 
taken now to sell the old property. The 
new site extends 191 feet on Marengo 
avenue and 248 feet on Union street. 
The location of the new Methodist 
Church is within a stone’s throw, the 
Presbyterian Church is but a half-block 
away, and other churehes are very 
near. The religious heart of the town 
may be said to beat in this vicinity.

will continue to do so. The steamer 
Titania of Norwegian registry is also 
to fetch coal to that port, and it is 
scheduled to arrive with a cargo Jan- 
uary 2. The steamers Mineola and San 
Mateo belong to the Pacific Improve- 
ment Company, which name, when 
freely translated, is interpreted by 
many as meaning the Southern Pacific 
Company. The Titania, however, is 
owned by John Rosenfeld’s Sons of San 
Francisco. The Mineola sails under 
the American flag, but the San Mateo 
is a Hawaiian vessel, although prob- 
ably she will soon be placed under 
American registry. The fact that the 
vessels of the Southern Pacific and the 
allied companies seem insufficient to 
carry the coal that is to be moved and 
that an outside concern is to do part of 
the carrying, is taken as an indication 
of a big demand for coal. Virtually all 
of the coal cargoes now coming from 
British Columbia are brought from Na- 
naimo. Little, or none, of the Comox 
coal is brought. The Nayaimo coal is 
used largely for domestic purposes, and 
that from Comox is used extensively to 
produce steam.

TWO IMPORTANT DECISIONS, BOTH 
FAVORABLE TO OIL MEN. 


Some Extraordinary Statements 
Concerning Production—New Pro- 
posed Combination—Development in 
Los Angeles Field Moving West- 
ward—Local Company. 


The denial by Judge Ross of the 
United States Circuit Court of the 
application of the Si#rra Oil Company 
for the appointmen® of a recéiver of 
the Hlome Oil Company's properties, 
pending a final decision of the case, 3 
construed by Los Angeles oil men 
as equivalent to a final dispos.tion. of 
the case, and that the Home Oil Com. 
pany will remain in possession of their 
properties in the Coalinga field. Some 
oil men say that it is a good thing 
for oil production in that field that 
the application was denied, otherwise 
1c Would have bevs productive of liti- 
gation over the rishits of other pro- 
ducing companies up there to the land 
they are working, all of which would 
have resulted in shutting off produc- 
tion and preventing further develop- 
ment. 

Another case of even greater impor- 
tance to oil men is the one just de- 
cided by the General Land Commis- 
sioner respecting the locating of for- 
est reserve agricultural land scrip on 
the mineral lands of Fresno county. 
In this case the commissioner has de- 
cided that the forest-reserve scrip lo- 
cator must prove the  non-mineral 
character of the land, and its superior 
Suitability for pu'poses over 
its value for oil mining. This is a 
partial reversal ot former rulings of 
the department, which heretofore has 
placed the burden of proof of the char- 
acter of the land upon the miner and 
required absolute proof that it was 
more valuable as mineral than as 
agricultural land. The agricultural lo- 
cator on the other hand was not re- 
quired to make proof of anything. the 
department being satisfied with his 


declaration that to his knowledge it 
did not possess mineral deposits of 
value. Under the new ruling both

A. local society journal devotes 
almost_its entire week's contents to 
descriptions of the oil fields of South- 
ern California all of which are more 
or less accurately written—mostly less. 
Speaking of development “in the ter- 
ritory within the limits of Los Ange- 


les and the adjacent lands of the 
county,” this eocicety journal in its: 
leading article says: 

“The production has grown from a 


few hundred barrels a month until the 
estimate for this séason is placed by 
of the facts 


at nearly five and a quarter millions of

barrels for the year 1899. 

Five and a quarter millions of bar- 
rels of oil produced in Los Angeles 
county in 1899! That would be impor- 
tant were it true. It is just about as 
true as that twice two are twenty. The 
total_oil production of the Los Ange'ss 


ficld, and of adjacent lands in- the 
county, for 1899 was slightly under 
1.200.000 barrels, and not 5.250.000, as 


this society journal so gravely states. 


Here is another cqually interesting 
fact which, in the same article. th’s 
society journal in al! seriousness im- 
ports: 


“The Los Angeles field has held the 
supremacy as a producer for yvears in 
the: State. The production .is now 
about 170,000 barrels. a month. 

Instead of the production of oik in 
the Los Angeles. field now being 170,090 
barrels a month, it is not more than 
96.000 barrels a month. The averag? 
monthly production during 1899 was 
about 91,750 barrels a month. 

These corrections are not made with 
a view to belittle the production of oil 
in Los Angeles county, but for the 
purpose of showing how easy it is for 
some people to write. of things they 
know nothing of: a!so te prevent the 
repetition in other newspapers of sucn 
blundering and stupid statements. 

There is one other point in connec- 
tion with these two quoted statements 
that may be noted. It is that the 
writer of them exhibits himself in 1. 
most: unenviable light as an arithmeti- 
cian. In one statement he gives the 
oil production of Los Angeles county as 
5,250,000 barrels for-the year 1893. In 
the other he says the production of 
the Los Angeles field is 176,000 barrels 
a month. 
puting should at least be able to figure 
out that twelve times 170,000 only 
make 2,040,000, and not 5,250,000. Out- 
side of the local field the production 
in the county did not exceed 18,000 bar- 
rels a month. ‘Phere is no doubt but 
that the writer of that society journal

article meant well, but it is equally 
evident that he does not+possesa the 
faculty of the Belgian hare—he does 
not know how to multiply. 

In the local field work is being ac- 
tively pushed. The American, Yukon 
and Rex plants are running smoothly, 


and fully up to the expectations of 
their new owners. Negotiations for 


the purchase of the Oil Storage Com- 
pany’s plant are proceeding satisfac- 
torily with every probability that they 
will be terminated between now and 
the 10th of January. Holiday week 
will prevent the principals getting to- 
gether much before that time. 

It is Jearned that there is a move- 
ment on foot to combihe the present 
holdings of the San Francisco people 
and the property of the Oil Storage 
Company, and that out of the combi- 
nation will come a refining plant, not 
one for making iliuminating oil so 
much as for making gasoline, lubri- 
cating oil, crude asphalt and other 
products. Those who have these mat- 
ters in charge say they are developing 
in good shape, and that the outlook 
of the oil business of Southern Califor- 
nia .was never brighter than now. , 

Development work is gradually mov- 
ing westward. Work has been begun 
near the continuation of Fourth street 
and Western avenue. The Slocan Oi! 
Company has commenced boring on 
the Cole ranch, south of the Cole resi- 
dence, A well is also being put down 
on the Brea ranch, and still further 
west William Dryden has begun bor- 


‘Ing about one mile this side of Santa 


Monica in the hope of striking the 
extension of the Los Angeles western 
belt. Wild-catting will go on in that 
direction until the line of extension has 
been located. 

The incorporation of a Los Angeles 
oil eompany to purchase oil lands in 
this city indicates that our local capl- 
talists are determined that all the 
good things shall not go to San Fran- 
cisco. The company, known as. the 
Uncle Sam, with Ferd K. Rule as pres- 
ident, has decided, as reported, to pur- 
chase the Metcalf tract of twenty-five 
acres on the corner of Hoover and 
Sixth streets. There are already three 
pumping wells on the property. 

Advices from RBakersfield are that 
the Kern County Oil and Storage Com- 
pany will have its pipe line from the 
big well on section 13. in the McKit- 
trick district completed to McKittrick 
some time next month. The company 
also intends putting in a line to tap 
the Kern River district. Speaking of 
this well on section 13, the Bakersfield 
Californian says: “The big well en 1 
continues to spout, and the flow of gas 
is so strong that no work can be done 
at night for fear of a fire starting from 
the lights. The workmen are now try- 
ing to effect a landing for the casing. 

It is thought that this well will 
prove to be the heaviest producer in 
the State.”

KISSING UNDER 
THE MISTLETOE.

Very few people are aware that the 
mistletoe we use at Christmas. time 
was ever used as an instrument of evil. 
Among the Norse people the mistletoe 
is used largely. It is from an old 
Norse legend that we get the following 
tale:

plant. Assuming ‘ltis real form he

was the blind god, Hider. Loki went 
up to him and asked, “Why are vou 
not throwing something at Balder?” 
“Because I cahnot see how to aim, and 
have nothing throw,” replied 
Hider. “Take this and I will direct 
your arm.” So guided, the mistletoe 
reached Balder, piercing him through 
the heart. The golden halls of Val- 
halla rang with the cries anil groans 
of the gods, for Balder was the best- 
loved god among them all. 

The. mistletoe was then dedicuted to 
Frigga on the condition that it should 
never tcuch the earth, Loki’s kingdom, 
hence it grows attached to the iimbs 
of trees. 

Frigga hung the mistletoe over a door 
and all that passed under it she greeted 


with a kiss to show that she had for-. 


given Loki for the death of her son. 
Now every Christmas the mistletoe is 
hung over doors and fram the ceilings 
so that all who pass under may. be 
kissed. Thus the plant is proven to 
be no longer an instrument of evil, but 
one of peace and good will. 

The holly was dedicated to Saturn. 
whose festival was im, December. The 
Christians used to adorn their homes 
with it, misleading the Romans and 
thus escaping persecution.
